| ed the great nations through the 
j world war. In the turmoil of read- 
j Justment that followed the confer- 
J ©nee, he kept his seat at the steer­ 
ing wheel when all 
around 
him 
were losing theirs. 
The men with whom he sat at 
Paris at the “big four’ of the peace 
conference long ago were toppled 
over. Premier Orlando of Italy wras 
the first to go. His cabinet resign­ 
ed in June, 1918. The following 
January, ClemeiiGeau was cast aside. 
Two months later the senate of the 
United States refused for a second 
time to ratify 
tho 
peace 
terms 
Woodrow’ Wilson had brought home 
and not long afterwards his party 
was defeated at the polls. 
Greatest in World 
After all the three men had been 
put aside in their countries, Lloyd 
George became probably the most 
prominent figure among all the men 
of the world w’ho were engaged in 
public affairs. His 
position 
con­ 
stantly was endangered from a pos­ 
sible dropping away of one of the 
groups for the coalition on w’hich 
his government rested, but he was 
strengthened, so far as history is 
concerned, after all other war states­ 
men had gone, because it was he 
w'ho 
acted 
as 
Great 
Britain’s 
spokesman in the parleys last wan­ 
ter with the republican Irish lead­ 
ers— parleys which led to the crea­ 
tion of the free state and peace 
after 700 years of struggle between 
England and Ireland.

He was born in Manchester, Eng., 
January 17, 1863.
